nr» within tho rovonues ot tho state, 
ths approximate total retching 158.•

Utilities Bill Falls. 


Perhaps tho biggest disappointment 


ot the session ws« the failure of the 
legislature tfi adopt tho bill prepared 
Jointly by Governor Tuner and At- 
torney Genonil Boll for tho control 
and regulation of Iho public .utility 
corporations of tho state. This bill 
•was drawn after groat deliberation In 
order to make good that portion of 
his Inaugural address which reads u 
follows: 


"Tliero should bo it commission 


Vested with all possible power-to have 
the general supervision and control of 
th* 
corporations 
and 
Individuals 


hartntt to do with public utilities, and 
the present railroad commission Abol- 
ished." 


Tho house adopted tho bill by an 


overwhelming majority but the cor 
poratlon* of tho ctnto hud so m*ny 
friend; 1n thn senate thnt they prompt- 
ly vol'd It down when It wan sent 
to them. This action unquestionably 
riled, tho governor nnd for some day* 
It was commonly rumored that he 
would call an extra session and force 
the senate to uphold him In his 'In 
augural promUo but this thought has 
teen dissolved since the failure of the 
i«n«lo to even adopt his suggestion 
tor tho cre.itlon ot a commission to 
consider the subject and report back 
to the leglolsturo ot 1)13. Since the 
adjournment the governor has Issued 
a oatemenl regarding his attitude In 
which he says In part: "It Is a matter 
of genuine regret, however, that the 
bill failed of passage In the senate, 
Th» alleged reason* tor such defeat 
of the bill w«ro that It was too drastic 
«nd undertook to regulate too many 
public, service comp.iuie*. and because 
certain meaibfr* ot the senate bid 
not had •ufflclent time to property 


Plttiburg Bill Patses. 


After a fight of nearly flve months 


the legislature passed llnally tho bill 
ripping out of ofllce the councllmanlc, 
bodies of second-class cities, Scranton 
and Plttsburg. Instead, there Is pro- 
vided for Plttsburg n councllmanlc 
commission ot nine members at $6,500 
each a year, and for Scranton a com- 
mission of five al $2.000 each n year. 
Tie new charter leglshtlon will take 


effect as soon as signed by the gover- 
nor and will rip out of ofllce sixty. 
seven councilman In Plttsburg and 
sixty-two In Scranton. Tho Initiative 
and referendum, which was advocated 
by some of those In favor of a small 
council, was cut out ot the bill, 


Under tho new bill the councllmen 


shall hxve authority to romovo heads 
of departments for cause. It bolng re- 
quired that a common pleas judgt 
shall preside when an official Is tried 
None of tho officials except council- 
men now In office Is disturbed by th< 
bill. 


Tho first councilman under tho bill 


«ro to be appointed by the governor 
and their successors are to be chosen 
at the November election to take of- 
fice on tho first Monday ot January, 
1912 


In splf« of tho fact that the legis- 


lation wa» bitterly contested at every 
etep there was no discussion on the 
conference report when It came up 
for final passage, the senate adopting 
it by a vote ot 26 to 5, and the house 
by 1B3 to IS. 


Sproul Road Dili. 


In tho Sproul good roads bill a com 


plete reorganization of tho state high, 
•way department Is provided for. Thl«

Then a plan was hit upon to 
have the house recede from Its amend- 
ments and put tbo bill back to the 
form In which It -pasied the senate, 
but this also failed and the biggest 
piece of liquor legislation of tho ses- 
sion fell.
